2. Claims 7 and 13-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a first bushing 
positioned in a hole in the end of the rod and having the spring positioned in a cavity 
therein is not adequately taught in a walking aid/crutch combination as claimed. The 
examiner considered interpreting the housing 27 of US Patent 6,883,530 to Kawakami 
as the bushing. It was determined that housing 27 could not fairly be considered a 
bushing because by definition a bushing is a guide or bearing and element 27 fails to 
function as either for spring 28.
